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AVING by juft Difcount from the Cheats of thofe,who would, fain 
reprefent the French Trade as Formidable and Frightful'’as they can 

fa brought down the ordinary Import of French Goods to about Right 
hundzed thoufand Pounds a Year; . 


The MERC ATOR thall next give, as fhort as may be, 4 View of the Exports of 


the Year 1685-6, with fuch Valuations,as he thinks the Articles will bear, giving. up 


many Things to avoid giving Occafions for Cavils; and then proceed to fuch more 


-ufeful Obfervations of the Trade as lie before him. What has been offer’d againft 


his Obfervations about the extravagant Sums faid to be Imported from France, 
has been fo empty, fo frivolous, and fo little to the Purpofe, that it is worth’ no 
Notice; as, that the late Guardian did not fay Seven hundred thoufand Pound in 
Linen, but Six hundred thoufand; which is true, becaufe he faid Six or Seven; 
that he did not fay Four thoufand Ton of Brandy, but Threé thoufand, whereas 
he faid, Brandy to the Value of Seventy thoufand Pound, and the MERCATOR 
faid, the Quantity uncertain, but the Value Seventy thoufand Pound, which it is 
well known would have purchafed in France at that time Eight thoufand Ton; So 
that the more they ftir thefe Things, the worfe- —. 





Thefe things are, as is faid, fo Foolifh, they deferve no Notice. We proceed to 
an Account of Goods Exported, as above. 


In this Account, it is to be noted, we take the Quantity for granted, as publifh’d 


in their Scheme, whether it be true or not; being willing to confute their Allega- 
tions upon the foot of their own fuggefted Quantities.
